Even more imporlaıd for ilıis caunlry 1s 
Amerlca's self-imposed commlimenl in 
Asia and ihe development af as yet vaqua 
but percaptlble US-Sovict commun inle- 
resls in respect of China, 


The lwo factors colnclde with {he el- 
forls of the two ùuclear superpowers to 
retain contro! over the atom. Some lave 
called Lhis concern a sense of responsi- 
bility for preventing the outbreak of 
nuclear warfare, others dub it nuclcar 
complicily. 


In 1965 and 1966 politicians in this 
country were increasingly urgenlly con- 
fronted by the problem of whelhar or nol, 
fn view of these developınenls, Nalo wus 
going io continue to guarantee our sc- 
curlty in the seventies as i1 hal done in 
the past, 


WII the Allanlic alllance survive in 
ifs present form? Tha Grau Coulitlon 
government's endeavour to center into dll- 
rect talks wiih Moscuw, 1o bring about a 
relaxation of tenslon by exdıanging nıu- 
tual declarations renouncing tho usc uf 
force and lo eslablish regulated ca- 
existence within Germany can only bn 
understood in this light, 


To be sure, with lhe election ul Presi. 
dangt. Nixon the fear of oYorrhosly Armarl- 
can decialons in disregard of the inter- 


esis of Washington's European allles lias 
been lessenad. 


Bul this country {ou has lo think of 
its security in the sevoenlies and eiqghlivs 
and this meang a European peace solile- 
ment. Which ls not lo say thut a npectacu- 
Jnr European serurlly conlerenen might 


be af any benefit in the foruseeahle fue 
ture, 


Ii is certainly worthwlhila, disreqardlng 
the drüm-roll of Propaqandla, to investi. 
gale what tha Budapest declaration af Ihp 
Warsaw Pact courtrlas really amounts to, 
Willy Branidt is doing šo and he is nat the 
only ane,

To that extent the ted flags in Prague 
in 1848 proved to lhe satisfaction of 
nearly all Americans that despite the op- 
timism of President Roosevelt Yalta was 
merely a scrap of paper as far as Joşeph 
Stalln was concerned, 


For people in this country, whidı was 
still far. from independence at the time 
of the Berlin blockade and the outbreak 
of ihe Korean war, membership of Nato 
first and foremost held out the promise 
of security against Russian aitack, 


The Federal Republic joined Nalo be- 
causa French natlonalisis and Commu- 
nista siymied the fully-integrated Euro- 
pean Defence Community in 1954, This 
decision by the French National Assembly 
speeded the Lransilion from an occupied, 
controlled West Gernany to a ([ellow- 
menber of the alllance wilh virtually 
equal rights, One of history's tris, 
Hegel would comment, 


Nato is a success, It has glven us lwen- 
ly years of peace so far. There are, of 
course, people who reckon that this would 
have been the case even wilhout Nalo 
but: it is extremely doubtful whether it 
would have been, 


Nalo has given this country securily at 
a price — and not only a financial price, 
But does securlly come, free of dharga and 
is It to be maintained mérely by {ine 


Bio inl being against the back- 
ground of the Comnunlst take-over ir 
Prague, subsequontly Paralysecl and dis- 
Inlagraling at a juncture when many felt 
that there was no Jonger any Immnedilala 
military danger from ihe East and that 
llıe time for 4 revival of nalion-stales was 
at hand but finally reaclivaled when the 
rumble of Soviet tanks was heard once 
more on the roads of Czedoslovekia, 
Nato ls now twenty years old. 


But has ihe North Allontic alliance 
really been revitalised in its polltical 
rasolve colleclively to guarantee the se- 
curlly of membera? Justifiably though 
1hey may be praising the rola Nalo has 
Playerl in safeguarding peace this is a 
question Ilıat everyone is asking.

As woll as louruingy Ibe touls af his 
trade and working methods, the appren- 
tice also has to learu and apply meihods 
of cooperalion,. One of the most impor- 
tant sectlons of tha recommendallons 
concerns Changing courses durmg train- 
ing. 

The education cunımisslon thinks thal 
un apprentice should also gain Inslght in- 
to the social structure and prucasses of 
industry. But this Js only a sensible possi. 
bility if ihe apprentice can change courses 
durlng training, though this would only 
be pussible after laking an intermediate 
examinallor-or at Lhe beginning of a new 
teaching year. .
